Intents and purposes manufactured dia- 
mond powder, though in color it is slightly 
darker. Under the microscope many of 
the crystals appear of a dark green, some 
are yellow, waile others still are bine, and 
some completely colorless,

this mateiial is said to be very moderate.

The Plantation Folks Eagerly Ixiolcocl For- 


ward to tlui Day of Best— They All Went 
to Meeting and Csually Spent the Kest 
of the Time Quietly. 


I 
In tho south before the war Sunday was 


looked forward to with anticipations of 
Unaffected hnppiuess by the negroes on the 
plantations. With it came not alone the 
restful idleness of the day, but the addi- 
tional pleasure afforded by opportunities 
to attend divine worship, writes Edward 
Oldhnm. 


The negro, as a race, is a social being. 


The absence of extraordinary brain power 
denies him the privilege of thougutful 
meditation or the solace of reflection. His 
intuitive impulse is to loosen the cords that 
bind hiji to himself and to seek congenial 
companionship. 


This innate characteristic of sociability 


was intensified in the plantation darky, 
whose muster's family was usually tl'ie 
center around.which a highly social mi- 
crocosm revolved. Sunday was the day 
above all the rest when he could give full 
play to this tendency, and he was never 
happier than when in the midst of agronp 
hearing himself and others talk. "Gwine 
ter chu'ch" therefore always meant foi 
him more of a season of social than reli- 
gious enjoyment, though occasionally there 
were venerable exceptions to this rule. 
The darkies from all the neighboring plan- 
tations were to be seen at "meetin," and 
all the grotesque happenings of the week 
and bits of highly colored gossip were to 
be exchanged amid hearty guffaws, in 
which the most innocent good nature 
abounded. 


The ante-bellum negro was always pic- 


turesque in his attitudes, adjuncts and 
surroundings, and particularly so "ober 
Sundays." The manner of his locomotion 
to and from the "meetiu house" made a 
striking picture, with a touch of irresist- 
iMa. a^n-ry about it. More than likoly 
be proceeds afoot, and if the day be 
pleasant he carefully removeshis "Sunday 
shoes" and the thick cotton socks, draws 
off his coat, throws it over his left arm 
aud dangles the shoes from his right hand. 
With his impedimenta thus adjusted he 
advances upon his way with a quick sway- 
ing, shuffling gait, a light heart, a plan- 
tation hymn at the top of his tongue, or a 
cheery, rollicking whistle upon his lips. 
If the roads be muddy, the distance un- 
usually great, or the darky himself the 
object of the master's or overseer's especial 
favor, he is indulged with the use of a 
horse, astride whose backbone he strings 
himself, his wife and a youngster or two. 
They jog along slowly, putting up with 
the ludicrous discomfort of the arrange- 
ment with every evidence of good humor. 


If the attendant upon divine worship be 


far advanced in years, his master, with 
that respect for the aged so characteristic 
of the southern gentlemen of the old 
school, places at his and "de ole "Oman's" 
disposal a humble vehicle which has out- 
lasted the greater part of its usefulness. 
To this he harnesses a plantation mule, 
&-aPeipn?8Vem*;:nfs~are~ fn keeping "with" the 
measured, easy going characteristic of the 
darky twain. They seu out, the wabbling 
wheels describing an endless series of 
curves, convex and concave. The vener- 
able occupants are seated m split bottom 
chairs and are attired in their "bes' bin 
en tucker," with their flaming apparel 
"settin two ways fer Sunday" — to employ 
the vernacular— by which they mean to 
suggest the all pervading presence of 
starch, which plantation darkies were ac-. 
customed to use unstintedly, Thus, with 
»n entire absence of self consciousness, the 
aged couple arrived at the church in due 
time. 


If it be n shrino intended exclusively for 


dusky worshipers, the building will be a 
large rectangular structure composed of 
logs, the apertures between being chinked 
with mud and clay, aud the roof consist- 
ing of rows of rough oak clapboards, held 
in place by long saplings lying lengthwise 
with the building, and these in turn being 
secured by prongs of hickory. The most 
conspicuous adjunct of this humble house 
of worship is the chimney, which leans 
away from the structure with a hurt, of- 
fended air. It looks as though it weie

-ous materials constitute an impenetrable 
mystery, held by a framework of sticks 
and clay. 


In the milder reasons of the year the 


negro worshipers assembled beneath a 
spacious arbor formed by a framework of 
saplings resting in the forks of small 
growing trees, or of others cut down apd 
stuck into tho ground. Upon this crud • 
scaffolding were deposited quantities of 
pine boughs, which protected the congre- 
gation from the sun and the showers, and 
dispersed an .iromatic odor that was by no 
means disagreeable. 


An object of the most envious concern to 


the other darkies on the plantation was 
the family coachman, or carriage driver, 
or that of their number who was singled 
out to go with "young mistis" or any other 
member of the household to church. Aside 
from this being considered a recognition of 
superior merit and a mark of special con- 
fidence, it carried with it many privileges 
which were greatly enjoyed, It meant 
more comfortable transit to and from 
church, more presentable apparel, and best 
of all "good eatin's." 


The sermon over, a general handshaking 


by the dispersing congregation was in or- 
der, and sometimes, when a sermon was to 
follow in the afternoon and tU'e day was a 
pleasant one, the attendants divided them- 
selves into a little group here and there. 
The baskets were opened, and the lunches, 
prepared by the old time southern cooks, 
were heartily enjoyed. A general Inter- 
change of small talk and the news of the 
peighborhood made the time pass swiftly; 
then came the second sermon, after which 
"young inistib" is escorted back to the car- 
riage by somfi gallant beau, who, seeing 
her and perhaps the "old folks" comfort- 
ably seated within, bows himself away in 
a Chesterfieldian manner. The sable aris- 
tocrat with the rigid demeanor slams the 
door to with a bang, and with becoming 
dignity ascends to his perch. Then with 
calm deliberation he draws up the lap robe 
and carefully tucks it around him. A mo- 
ment later the reins are in his hands, and 
then with a crack of the whip the coach 
rolls away and is soon lost to sjght in a

We don't hear of as many deaths from 


asphyxia now as wo did l2n or fifteen years 
ago, when many of the private houses of 
our cities aud all of the hotels were lighted 
by gas, but thero are still thousands of 
dcatbo every yca.1 f.ium (U'OWning and f I'Oin 
the inhalation of poisonous gases and other 
fumes which science really ought to be 
able to remedy. A few years ago—in 1888 or 
1889—Professor Poe, of Bridgeport, Conn., 
invented what the papers called a "pair of 
artificial lungs," intended to be used in 
case of apparent death from drowning or 
asphyxiation. What has become of Poe's 
great invention? In testing it the profess- 
or is said to have "completely" drowned a 
pet rabbit and restored it to life eleven dif- 
ferent tunes.

Nearly every city, town or village iu our 


country that is old enough to have a his- 
tory has it' haunted house and its story 
of ghostly visitants aud eerie, uncanny 
sounds and t-iyhts, connected with fconu) 
partioular locality. To this rule, Florence, 
Ala., many of whoso older residences and 
families date back to tho days of Andrew 
Jackson, forms no exception. 
Around 


several of the ivy clad mansions of tho old 
town hangs mysteries vi hich makes them 
objects of interest to the educated whites 
and of terror to tho ignorant and super- 
fclitious negroes, ever prone to repose full 
faith and credence iu the supernatural. 


Were it only upon the evidence of the 


ignorant and superstitious that the follow- 
ing facts hinge, they would be worthy of 
slight consideration. To the uneducated 
mind science can work marvels which, in 
an earlier and ruder era, would have senl 
their inventors to the stake as wizards. 
Had Edison lived in the clays of the inqui- 
sition he would have had the rack and 
thumbscrews for his reward, and Morse, 
Stephenson and Watts been martyrs to the 
cause of tlie world's progress. 
Humanity 


in every age has been eager to listen to the 
marvelous and to swallow the incredible 
upon very slight guarantee. However, it 
is upon no such slender testimony t hat our

oi approved veracity, good education and 
tried courage, high in the esteem of the 
community and members of one of the 
learned professions. 


Early in the history of the town, among 


the first attracted to tho locality by the 
picturesque beauty of its location above 
the swift flowing Tennessee was a North 
Carolinian named Richard Hunter. 
Like 


one of the patriarchs of old, with his flocks 
and herds, his family, hia mcnservauts 
and his maidservants, he had left the old 
North State and, "per varies casus, per tot 
discrimina rerum," crossing the rolling 
waves of the Blue Ridge and threading tlie 
rugged spurs of the Curnberlaiids, fording 
streams and ferrying rivers, ho hod at lo.it 
paused here, exclaiming with tho ancient 
warrior; "Alabainal Here we rest." And 
here, fronting upon what is now one of the 
principal streets of the town, arose his 
residence. 


Wealth in those days was counted in the 


south by the acreage of plantations and 
by the number of slaves, male and fa- 
male. Of the former, Richard Hunter 
possessed enough for a barony and (if 
the latter a small regiment. 
Around 


the 
great square brick house, with 


its massive pillars and wide spreading 
porches, could be seen bright and happy 
black faces by the score, the cotton fields 
resounded to the hoeing songs of well con- 
ditioned and swarthy field bands, while in 
the "quarters" not faroff picaninnies and 
dogs abounded. It was a sight of peace, 
plenty and prosperity. Notwithstanding 
the fact that this section was the head- 
quarters of the great Cherokee Nation, all 
went well between the whites and the In- 
dians, neither interfering with nor molest- 
ing the other. 


Richard Hunter hud but one child, the 


sole heiress of his acres and his wealth, 
and she had just budded, under the warm 
glances of a southern sun, into woman- 
hood, fresh and blooming as a wild roso. 
Tall and willowy, with all the lithe grace 
peculiar to the women of the south, she 
was nevertheless in hair, eyes and coloring 
a type of one of her Scotch ancestresses 
who, born amid the hillii of the highlands, 
had been transplanted to a congenial home 
amid the mountains cf western North 
Carolina.

Philiu Marston raised a com- 
pany of riflemen from among tho hardy 
yeomanry of the section and joined the 
command of IIIB friend and neighbor, Gen- 
eral Coffee. 
Throughout the sharp and 


decisive campaign tlmt followed Marston" 
horn n conspicuous part for gallantry, until 
the final battle on the bunks of the Coosa. 
Hi-Mined in upon a peninsula, bounded, all 
but a narrow neck of land, by swollen 
waters of the rivers, the chiefs and bravest 
wurrioi-s o£ tho CuerokceH modo thftir lost 
and desperate stand. Leading his riflemen 
to a charge Philip Marston fell, mortally 
wounded. 


Bad news travels quickly. It was on a 


uigbt of furious wind and ruin that n 
limiting shifted rifleman brought tho tid- 
ings of Philip Mamton's death to thu 
Hunter mansion. 
Tho blast bowed the 


ancient oaks and the driving rain came 
down in slanting sheets. Suddenly tho 
great bronze knocker on the door pealed 
out, its summons, and Alice, thinking that 
none but a lover would hrave the tempest 
and (he dark ness, flew to greet him.

Since then the Hunter house has had 


many owners and many occupants, but 
every year upon tho anniversary of that 
stormy night In 1837 the stroke of a horse's 
hoofs are heard without, tho old knocker 
clangs, footsteps sound upon the stairs 
and the occupants of the south room—the 
same in which Philip Marston's body lay— 
receive a ghostly visitant. Such being the 
case, few caro to occupy that apartment 
during the latter part of June. The last 
authenticated Instance of anything being 
seen thero was its follows:

among tho members of which was a neph- 
ew named William Black, a young and 
rising member of tho bar. Early iu the 
summer of 1883 tho Thunsdens went en 
their annual pilgrimage to ono of the 
Virginia watering places, leaving young 
Black to occupy and care for the house ia 
their absence. He was the solo .'nmate as, 
according to southern custom, tleservants 
lived In a Depurate building, an'' indeed it 
would have been difficult to have coaxed 
tvTiy dm ky u> npimd ii night there at any 
time. 


Several days had gone by without inci- 


dent until the night of June. 25. Black 
had started to go to bed, but was suddenly 
seized with an unaccountable loneliness 
and distrust of his solitary condition, and 
upon reflection recollected that this was 
the anniversary. He wus a man of noted 
courage and physical strength, and not a 
bit BiipcrhtitioUB. Nevertheless, like most 
of us, the coincidence gave him a creepy 
feeling and ho resolved on having com- 
pany. Taking his hat and cane ho went In 
search of a fellow barrister of his own ago 
and with whom he was intimule, ono John 
T. Jones, who held forth upon the court 
house square and kept bachelor's hall over 
his office. 


Ascending the narrow staircase he focnd
